The omnibus public* building bill, 
which includes an appropriation of 
$00,000 for a postoffice for Seymour, 
will be introduced in the Mouse of 
Representatives J une 20, according 
to the present arrangement of the 
committee. 
Several months ago data 
was collected and sent to Congress-

regarding the 
amount of the business done by the 
•local postoffice and the industrial and 
b u s i n e s s c o n d i t i o n s of the city, which 
was presented to the appropriation 
committee when the bill was being pre­ 
pared. 
The information which was 
fowarded to Washington stated the 
number of factories in Seymour ami 
the number 
o f men 
employed, 
the 
names of the various railroads, with 
the number of employes living in this 
city, and many other facts which tend 
to show that the business was such 
as would maintain a building ex clu­ 
sively for postal purposes. 
J ust what disposition will be made 
o f the bill is not known at this time, 
but it is hardly probable that all the 
appropriations for government build­ 
ings will be allowed, as the total 
amount asked will be approx imately 
$30,000,000. 
Usually 
such appropri-' 
ations are not granted the first time 
they are requested, and as this is tin* 
first time atn appropriation has been 
asked for this city, it is probable that 
the entire amount will not be allowed 
this year. 
However, if sufficient mon­ 
ey is not allowed for the cpnstruction 
of the building, it is thought that an 
appropriation will be made for the 
purchase of tin* site.

Alberta had adv anced from 72,841 to 
185,412 and Saskatchewan from 9 1,46 0 
to 257,76 3. 
In 19 01 the nu mber of 
people from the United States was 
placed at 
127,89 9 . 
The immigration 
from the United States alone in the 
y ear 19 09 was more than 9 0,000, and 
the cu rrent has been strong for sev eral 
y ears. 
It la to be noted also that the 
nex v oomera from this cou ntry take cap­ 
ital with them, and the estimate of 
the 
Canadian 
Immigration 
commis­ 
sioner is that these Immigrant^ added 
to the wealth of western Canada at 
least $9 0,000.000.

to reasonably dev elop their frames be­ 
fore beginning office work. 
So x v hen 
once they hav e started In *the office In 
earnest It is mu ch better for them to 
realize at once that their day s of hard 
phy sical 
strain 
are ov er and done 
with, and that henceforth they mu st 
confine these efforts to week-ends and 
holiday s. They can follow this adv ice 
calmly enou gh, for it does not mean at 
all that they are going to deteriorate 
su ddenly into wrecks. 
“The body and sy stem easily attu ne 
themselv es to circu mstances, ev en to 
ov er-civ ilized and consequ ently rather 
u nnatu ral circu mstanras, and Indoor 
head workers will soon find that a 
v ery decent state of health can be 
maintained with little or no apparent 
ex ercise.

Among all phy sical ills asthma Is 
perhaps the most irritating. It is hard 
to endu re, and terrible to observ e. Its 
v ictims die a thou sand deaths as far 
as su ffering is concerned, and y et are 
denied the dignity of hav ing a fatal 
disease, for it is one of the heartless 
ax ioms of ex perience that the asth­ 
matic su fferer is qu ite as likely to die 
of old age as of his disease. 
It has 
been said that asthma is not a disease, 
bu t a state of body , and if its v ictims 
are able to ex tract any comfort from 
the knowledge that it Is nerv ou s in 
Its origin, they are entitled to that 
allev iation. 
Any one looking on for the first time 
at a well pronou nced asthmatic seiz 
u re is conv inced that he is watching 
a death scene, and no wonder, so ter­ 
rify ing are the sy mptoms. The patient 
fights piteou sly for breath, sometimes 
crou ching for hou rs la one position, 
pallid, bathed in perspiration, and ap­ 
parently in the final stages of su ffoca­ 
tion; bu t cu riou sly enou gh, with all 
the distress, the patient does not seem 
to feel any real alarm as to the ou t­ 
come. 
The attack may pass off either rap­ 
idly or gradu ally , in many cases leav ­ 
ing no apparent after effect ex cept 
* 
sense of great fatigu e. 
Asthma being a disease with a nerv ­ 
ou s origin, it follows that there are as 
many theories abou t it and remedies for 
it as there are su fferers from it. With 
some persons the attacks are apparent­ 
ly a certain ou tcome of eating a cer­ 
tain kind of food, or breathing a cer­ 
tain kind of air, or reaching a certain 
day and month of the y ear. Many asth­ 
matics claim the power of 
cheating 
their enemy u p to a certain point by 
mov ing to some other locality when 
the tragic date draws near—the asth­ 
matics liv ing in the v alley s may pass 
in transit their fellow su fferers who 
habitu ally liv e on the hills. 
Those who trace their attacks to di­ 
gestiv e distu rbances learn to av oid the 
starchy foods, or the fat foods, or 
whatev er food It is that u psets them. 
Some cannot liv e near a stable; oth­ 
ers cannot be near a cretaln shru b or 
flower. Indeed, the specialties of these 
u nfortu nate people are withou t nu m­ 
ber. 
The asthmatic, how’ev er, has 
two 
great sou rces of comfort. One is the 
reasonable hope of reaching a good 
old age; the other Is the fact 
that 
great help is to be fou nd for him in a 
strictly hy gienic mode of liv ing. 
The 
better air he breathes, both day and 
night, the simpler his diet and 
the 
more wisely ordered his ex ercise, the 
fewer will be the nu mber of his at­ 
tacks/—You th’s Companion.

That is was not is ev i­ 
denced by the arriv al of the two new­ 
est serv itors u p to date—the tax i gov ­ 
erness and the doorman nu rse. 
Contrary to their titles, the gov ­ 
erness does not look after tax icabs, 
nor the doorman take care of a door. 
The field of u sefu lness of the former 
is confined to caring 
for 
children 
taken by their mothers in tax icabs on 
shopping or calling tou rs. 
Lacking a 
nu rse of her own, the mother who 
wishes to giv e her y ou ngster a ride 
withou t the bother of taking him into 
the stores or the risk of leav ing him 
alone in the v ehicle calls in the tax i 
nu rse. 
Her du ty it is at so mu ch per 
hou r to look after the y ou ngster du r­ 
ing the ex pedition. 
The doorman nu rse is a less ex ­ 
pensiv e lu x u ry 
of 
the same kind. 
Children may be left in his charge 
at the doors of the large stores, ho­ 
tels or apartment hou ses by the moth­ 
ers who cannot afford a tax i gov erness 
to look after them while she is in­ 
side. 
Of the two the tax i gov erness has 
considerable 
adv antage, aside from 
higher pay , ov er the doorman nu rse. 
Her charges rarely nu mber more than 
two at a time, while his may ru n 
as high as a score of restless y ou ng­ 
sters.

Owing to the widespread Illiteracy 
among the poorer classes in Mex ico, 
pu blic newspaper readers hav e become 
a featu re of Mex ican life. 
Few men 
of the peon class are able to read or 
write. Consequ ently 
the 
newspaper- 
reader is enabled to earn a liv ing by 
making the rou nds of the drinking 
places and reciting the news of the 
day . 
In “Mex ico, the Wonderland of 
the Sou th,” W. E. Carson tells of this 
cu stom. 
A certain amou nt of literary skill ie 
requ ired to follow this strange calling 
su ccessfu lly ; the reader is, in fact, a 
sort of peripatetic news distribu tor. 
He selects only two or three Item* 
which he knows will interest his au di­ 
ence. The Orizaban reader, for ex am­ 
ple, started with the most important 
topic of the day . 
He read an article 
which discu ssed the financial panio 
then in progress in the United States, 
and the hard times it had cau sed in 
Mex ico throu gh the closing of mines 
and other enterprises controlled by 
Americans. 
Things were improv ing 
said the newspaper, and thou sands of 
Mex icans who had lost employ ment 
wou ld soon be going back to work and 
earning plenty of money to bu y food 
and drink. 
The reader nex t selected what jou r­ 
nalists wou ld term a “hu man Interest” 
story , In tragic tones, with appropri­ 
ate gestu res, he entertained his au di­ 
ence with a dispatch from northern 
Mex ico w'hich related how a drink- 
crazed peasant had set fire to the hu t 
of a neighbor with whom he had a 
feu d, and had shot down his enemy 
as he attempted to escape.

Col. John H. Conrad, who has a 
town In Alask a named after him, Con­ 
rad City, and has a ranch of many 
thou sand acres in the Sask atchewan 
region in Canada, says that settlers 
are pou ring into that cou ntry. 
Col. 
Conrad’s ranch is on the Canadian Pa­ 
cific Railway, some 700 miles north­ 
west of Du lu th, and on it he raises 
cattle and wheat. "The best settlers u p 
there are Americans from the Western 
States,” said the 
colonel 
recently. 
“ Why do they go u p there? 
Well, 
only a few years ago the Territories 
had free land. 
Now they haven’t, be­ 
cau se the government scooped u p all 
there was left and pu t it into reser­ 
vations. 
Many of the farmers in the 
West got their start by homesteading, 
and they have become so rich that 
they are able to send their sons over 
into Canada, where land is cheap. 
"An astonishing thing I saw u p there 
once was the arrival of a trainload of 
American emigrants, who brou ght on 
the same train their hojses and wag- 
ons and a steam plou gh. 
They arriv­ 
ed in the morning, got their 
tents 
pitched and the train u nloaded, and 
that afternoon the stea.m plou gh was 
work ing. 
One immigrant lik e that is 
■worth a dozen foreigners. 
There has 
been an average of 1 .*>0,000 of them a 
year coming into the cou ntry in the 
last five years. 
As soon as they get 
there they become Canadians. 
"The development that is going on 
in that part of Canada is beyond be­ 
lief. 
It is the greatest boom that any 
cou ntry ever had and it will continu e 
many years. 
Why, it is no u nu su al 
thing for a farmer to mak e enou gh 
money ou t of his first year’s crop to 
pay for his whole farm and give him 
a handsome margin. You can get gov­ 
ernment land for $1.25 an acre, and 
you can bu y all the other land you 
want for from $8 to $10 an acre. Then 
lu mber mills and flou r mills are going 
u p in every direction. 
"What is helping the cou ntry u p 
there is the tremendou s railroad bu ild­ 
ing that is going on. 
It is the richest 
farming cou ntry in the world and it 
abou nds in game. 
"Alask a is the richest mining cou n­ 
try in the world, and if the national 
government wou ld only assist the rail­ 
road bu ilding it wou ld soon get its 
money 
back 
a 
hu ndredfold,” 
Col. 
Conrad continu ed. 'There is a disposi­ 
tion in politics to cry ‘wolf when 
Alask a is mentioned, hu t the pionee.s 
who have been pu tting their time and 
money into the 
development of the 
cou ntry shou ld be encou raged. 
I have 
helped for 10-odd years to develop 
variou s western states, and I k now 
that the government rights in Alask a 
are mu ch better protected than they 
were ou t west. There is u ntold wealth 
in Alask a simply 
awaiting develop­ 
ment, and the latter is proceeding a 
vast deal more slowly than if we had 
roads u p there."

Writing of the Greenland tribe that 
he employed. Commander Peary gives 
his solu tion to a su bject that has pu z­ 
zled explorers and scientists for the 
past few centu ries, the origin of the 
Esk imos. 
"The members of this little tribe in­ 
habiting the western coast of Green­ 
land from Cape York to Etah are in 
many ways qu ite different from the 
Esk imos of 
Danish 
Greenland, or 
those of any other Arctic territory. 
There are now between 220 and 230 in 
the tribe. They are savages, bu t they 
are not savage; they are withou t gov­ 
ernment, bu t 
they 
are not lawless; 
they are u tterly u nedu cated, accord­ 
ing to ou r standard, yet they exhibit 
a remark able degree of intelligence. In 
temperament lik e children, with all a 
child’s delight in little 
things, they 
are, 
neverthless, 
endu ring 
as 
the 
most matu red of civilized men 
and 
women, 
and 
the 
best of them are 
faithfu l u nto death. 
Withou t religion 
and having no idea of God, they will 
share their last meal with anyone who 
is hu ngry, while the 
aged 
and the 
helpless among them are tak en care 
of as a matter of cou rse. 
They are 
healthy and pu re blooded; they have 
no vices, no intoxicants, no bad habits 
—not even gambling. Altogether they 
are a people u niqu e u pon the face of 
the earth. 
"There is a theory, first advanced by 
Sir Clements Mark ham, president of 
the Royal Geographical 
Society 
of 
London, that 
the 
Esk imos are the 
remnants of an ancient Siberian tribe, 
the Onk ilon; that the last members of 
this tribe were driven ou t on the Arc­ 
tic ocean by the fierce waves of Tartar 
invasion in the middle ages, and that 
they fou nd their way to the New Si­ 
berian islands, thence eastward over 
lands yet 
u ndiscovered 
to Grinnell 
Land and Greenland. 
I am inclined 
to believe in the tru th of this theory 
for the following reasons: 
"Some of the Esk imos are of a dis- 
tintcly Mongolian type, and they dis­ 
play many 
Oriental 
characteristics, 
su ch as mimicry, ingenu ity and pa- 
tienee 
in 
mechanical 
du plication. 
There is a strong resemblance between 
their stone hou ses and the ru ins of 
hou ses fou nd in Siberia. The Esk imo 
girl brou ght home by Mrs. Peary in 
18 94 was mistak en by Chinamen for 
one of their own people. 
It has been 
su ggested that their invocation of the 
spirits of their dead may be a su rvival 
of Asiatic ancestor worship.”

race between a biplane and a wind 
wagon, arou nd the cou rse and mu ch 
r i to the delight of the crowd, the avia­ 
tor came off vicariou s. 
Brook ins, 
who brok e the world’s record for al­ 
titu de Monday was in the biplane and 
Carl Bau rnhofer was at the steering 
wheel of the wind wagon. It was a con­ 
test for su premacy between the speed 
wagon of the air and that of the earth 
and the air craft won. 
The biplane 
came across the line first, the time 
for one lap of the two and one half 
miles being fou r minu tes and fifty - 
eight seconds. 
There was a world of difference in 
the appearance of the two drivers as 
they sped arou nd the cou rse. 
Hau nt- 
hofer with red face and tense mu scles 
look ed lik e a horseman try ing to u rge 
his steed 
to 
greater 
effort. You ng 
Brook ins sat in his biplane seventv- 
feet above the earth apparently as 
comfortable as 
thou gh he had ju st 
lighted a cigarette for a comfortable 
lou nge. No time was k ept on the wind 
wagon, bu t it raced back to the start­ 
ing point not far behind the vehicle of 
the air and drew its share of applau se 
from the spectators in the west grand­ 
stand. 
The first event of the after­ 
noon was a six -lap circu it of the one 
and a half mile cou rse made by ’Brook ­ 
ins. 
There was a light wind and the 
air cu rrents were responsible for the 
tu rns, 
bu t 
the 
aviators 
gathered 
arou nd 
the 
monorail 
realized 
that 
Brook ins was doing some fancy aviat­ 
ing. 
It was when Brook ins made that 
part of the cou rse farthest from the 
crowd that they got their most spec­ 
tacu lar view of his flight. 
As the big 
white ship careened at the tu rns of 
the cou rse there were cheers. 
Then 
as the craft sk immed along evenly it 
look ed lik e a great white bird soaring 
before a storm of clou ds. 
Bank s of clou ds were hiding the su n 
i and as Brook ins came in from the first 
flight his vessel dipped to fhe earth 
and sailed u p again in su ccession, tak ­ 
ing on the appearance of a light sailing 
vessel riding the waves. 
Then again 
It seemed as if it fell into the trou gh ( 
of the sea. 
In this flight Brook ins 
hu gged the grou nd. 
At no time was 
he u p more than fifty feet. 
At times it look ed as thou gh he 
wou ld mak e an involu ntary landing, 
bu t he did not alight u ntil he was 
ready . 
The time for the six laps of 
l V z miles each on this flight was fif- 
: teen minu tes and two seconds. Brook - 
! ins showed fine control of his machine, 
following closely the circu lar cou rse. 
Brook ins again showed his perfect con­ 
trol of the air craft when he made his 
nex t flight, the third nu mber of the 
program. 
This was schedu led for a 
race between Brook ins and Welsh. 
Welsh, however, came down ju st as 
Brook ins was starting. 
He fou nd his 
machine had not been in proper condi­ 
tion. 
Brook ins was in the air fou r 
minu tes and twelve seconds, mak ing 
lMs laps. 
Brook ins nex t attempted to break 
his altitu de record of Monday , when 
he ascended 4,38 4 Vfe feet. 
After being 
in the air eight minu tes he had reach­ 
ed a height of 1,408 feet, bu t he got 
only as high as 2,08 3 feet and wa3 in 
the air twelve minu tes and forty -five 
seconds, according to the official time.

crease the acreage of a farm is to in­ 
crease the fertility of the soil of the 
farm. 
Similarly one way to increase 
a dairy herd is to increase tbse cows’ 
producing power. 


Kfl'cct o f S o y (Ira n* o n I t u tte r . 
At the 
Massachusetts Experiment 
Station they have carried out a num­ 
ber of tests in feeding soy beans to 
dairy cows. 
They found that: 
“Sov 
bean meal did not modify the chemical 
Character of the butter fat, neither did 
it have any effect upon the separation 
of the fat from the milk serum, the 
time of ripening the cream, nor the 
thoroughness of the churning. Expert 
butter scorers could not detect any 
particular flavor in the butter as a 
result of feeding the meal. 
The meal 
imparted a noticeable softness to the 
body of the butter, but not sufficiently 
so as to injure its commercial value, 
except during the warm months. 
softness of the body of the butter was 
probably due to the oil contained in 
the soy bean meal and not to the bean 
protein.” 


S k i m 
.Milk 
f o r H e n * . 
Skimmed milk is a valuable pro­ 
tein feed if fed in not too large quanti­ 
ties. 
Experiments carried on by the 
West Virginia 
Experiment 
Station 
with several pens of birds and repeat­ 
ed two years in succession showed an 
increase of approximately one egg for 
every quart of milk fed, or, to be 
more exact, a total gain of 702 eggs 
from 802 quarts of milk fed during 
the experiments. 
This gave a feed­ 
ing value of l 1!» cents to 2 cents per 
quart for the milk. 
In these experi­ 
ments the milk was used to moisten 
the mash feed and was given at the 
rate of approximately one quart per 
day for each ten hens.* Milk may also 
be given sweet as a drink or fed when 
completely curdled. 
In feeding alone 
the dishes in which it is fed must be 
kept clean and should be frequently 
scalded.

A l f a l f a M e a l f o r ( o w n . 
Alfalfa meal as a feeding stuff is 
having the consideration of Che experi­ 
ment stations. 
It is only within the 
past few years that alfalfa hay, to any 
extent, has been ground into meal, as 
a partial substitute 
for 
grain 
for 
horses, cattle, sheep, hogs and poul­ 
try. 
Poultrymen, however, say that 
fowls do not take to alfalfa hay or 
meal as readily as they do to clover, 
and many, especially the 
large con­ 
cerns, have cut alfalfa and gone back 
to clover. 
Alfalfa can be purchased on the mar­ 
ket just as it is ground into a meal, 
but more often it is mixed with mo­ 
lasses, corn chop, w'heat screenings, 
chaff, 
weed 
seeds 
or other waste 
products. 
It is claimed for alfalfa meal that 
it is fed w ith less waste than hay, anti 
possesses 
a 
higher 
percentage of 
protein than ordinary hay—about 15 
per cent, as compared with about 6 
per cent in timothy hay. But a pound 
of alfalfa hay does not contain any 
more nutrim ent 
when 
ground into 
meal than it did before, and for home 
consumption it is doubtful if the ad­ 
vantages are enough to pay for the 
grinding. 


T i l e “ T*> J o i n t « a n il E l b o w » . 
You may easily join concrete tile to 
make perfect joints in the following 
m anner: 
Take the tile that is to join 
the main drain and with a cold chisel 
cut the end so that it will fit over the 
side of the drain tile. 
This is easily done by lightly cut­ 
ting some with a chisel; now place 
this onto the main tile at the point 
it is to be placed, and with a pencil 
mark around the outside of the same. 
Then with a chisel, says Farm World, 
lightly cut into the main tile along 
this mark about half way. 
When cut entirely through in four 
or five places on this mark and lightly 
tapped with a hammer on the inside 
of the main tile, the piece thus cut 
will break out of tlie main evenly; the 
edges may be smoothed and the tile 
inserted in the same, previously crat­ 
ing the edges with cement rnoriar, and 
then by wiping the joint with cement 
m ortar outside same, you can make 
the joint perfectly tight. 
Elbow joints are made in the same 
manner except that ends of three tiles 
are cut and joined together to make 
a segment of the circle, and with the 
joints sealed with cement m ortar a 
perfect joint may bo used. 
The tile should be made and allowed 
to harden for at h a s t thirty to sixty 
days before placing it in the ground. 
At a period of two days they may be 
exposed to the weather without injury, 
and when thirty days old 
may 
be 
taken to the point where they are to 
be laid, and no amount of 
freezing 
will injure them in the least, which 
cannot be said of the ordinary clay 
tile. 


Home I’uMteurixut ion of Milk. 
Milk is most conveniently pasteur­ 
ized in the bottles in which it is de­ 
livered. 
To do this use a small pail 
with a perforated false bottom. 
An 
inverted pie tin with a few 
holes 
punched in it will answer the purpose. 
This will raise the bottles from the 
bottom of 
the 
pail, thus allowing a 
free circulation of water and prevent­ 
ing bumping of the bottles. 
Punch a 
hole through the cap of one of the bot­ 
tles and insert a thermometer. 
The 
ordinary floating type of thermometer 
is likely to be inaccurate, so if possible 
a good thermometer 
with 
the 
scale 
etched on the glass should be used. 
Set the bottles of milk In the pail 
and fill the pail with water nearly to 
the level of the milk. 
Put the pail on 
the stove or over a gas flame and heat 
it until the thermometer in the milk 


Ile n h o n a e a n d 
W o o ib h e d . 
One man who keeps a small flock of 
chickens has a unique arrangement in 
the form of a combination poultry- 
house and woodshed. 
The building is 
something like 20 feet long by about 
80 feet wide. 
It is made of dressed 
pine boards on a foundation of natur­ 
al stone laid in cement. 
In one end 
is a loom for wood and kindling, aiid 
in the other end a place for the chick­ 
ens. 
A loose board partition separ­ 
ates the two rooms, with a small open­ 
ing In the wall near the bottom large 
enough for the chickens to go from 
one room to the other. 
This opening 
is fitted with a small sliding door to 
be closed at night in the wood room. 
Such a combination house as this 
for a small flock of chickens and for 
keeping fire wood and kindling dry 
and in the shelter is a good building 
to be located comparatively near the 
dwelling. 
The extra space 
in 
the 
wood room with the loose partition af­ 
fords plenty of air for the fowds with­ 
out having the doors and windows 
open on cold nights. 
Nest boxes are 
in both the poultry room and 
the 
wood room. 
During the day the hens 
can find exercise in the wood room, 
and the high nest boxes are conven­ 
ient both for the hens and the poultry- 
m an. 
The wood room serves both as 
a place for storing food and 
as 
a 
scratching shed for the poultry, and 
with a little care in piling the wood 
the hens will not soil it, and they will 
derive much benefit in scratching in 
th<> chips and sawdust. 
When the incubating season opens 
and the laying hens can be out most 
of the time the nests in the wood 
room are used for setting hens, with 
all openings closed to exclude laying 
stock and other intruders.
